RE: Budget Adjustment Resolution 


In accordance with the City’s Budget Adjustment Policy, requests for budget 
adjustments must be submitted to the Controller’s office by March 1, June 1, 
September 1, and November 1. Attached is a resolution detailing those transfer 
requests submitted by September 1. They have been approved by the respective 
Division Head, the Controller, and the Mayor. 


Transfers within departments 


I The Clerk requests a $4,000 transfer to 4400's to purchase computer 
equipment. The transfer will come from 4300's, as some funds budgeted for 
printing parking tickets will not be used. 


2 The Police Dept. requests a $5,000 transfer to 4300’s for projects of the 
Mayor's Commission on Domestic Violence, Rape & Sexual Harassment. The 
transfer will come from an amount budgeted in 4100’s for a Victim's 
Assistance position that was paid partially from a grant in 1994. These 
projects will be included in a separate fund in 1995. 


SE Animal Control requests a $6,000 transfer to the 4300's to paint kennels 
last painted in 1975. The funds are available in the 4100’s due to some 
position vacancies during part of 1994. 


4. A transfer is necessary in Human Resources due to an error on the 2nd 
quarter budget adjustment A-94-06-04. The transfer corrects that error. 


Bis In the 1994 budget hearings, a vehicle was cut from the Right of Way Dept. 
Some funds were left in case repairs to an older vehcile would be 
necessary. The Dept. now requests those funds be transferred to the 


4200's and 4300's for such repairs if needed. 


6. Solid Waste requests that $3,000 be transferred from the 4400’s to the 
4300’s for education costs attributed to the new garbage, recycling and 
yard waste programs. Furniture budgeted in the 4400’s will be delayed. 


T Parks & Recreations requests a $45,000 transfer from parttime savings to 
the 4400's. Funds will be used for a new roof at Memorial Park pavilion 
and fuel tank replacements at McMillen & Franke Parks. 


8. The Street Dept. requests a transfer of $150,000 from the 4100's line to 
the 4200's. Funds are available due to position vacancies during 1994. 
$100,000 would be used for major equipment repairs, including engine, dump 
bed, and truck cab replacements. $50,000 is to appropriate bituminous 
materials purchased for CEDIT projects. MVH fund will receive a 
reimbursement from CEDIT for those materials. 


9. The Street Engineering Dept. requests a transfer of $4,000 from the 4300’s 
to the 4200’s and 4400’s for the purpose of upgrading a computer.
